This was the opinion of K. McCoy, supervisor of the Idaho 
state police traffic accident rccorda dlvialon. He said Idaho 
traffic deaths from Jan. 1 to Oct. 31 were 1D7, compared 
with 212 for the aame period in 3950. 

McCoy said October had tho highest death list, with 31 deathi attributed 

I motor vehicle traffic accidents. . ' 

"This year's fatality list from Jan. 1 to Oct. 31 shows M peoplo UUed 
In motor vehicle collisions, 0S people killed tn non-couislon accidents, 33 
pedestrians, and seven lii motor vehlcle-tiotn^oolllslons," MeCoy aald. 
Tho supervisor said "thO'hlgh Iristanee of motor vehicle collisions and 
on -collision accidents again indicates high apeed and Inattention as the 
main violations." 

He added that 173 rural traffic deaths had been recorded, oa against 33 

urban deaths. 

"This very clearly points out that the low urban death rata Is due to 
ad»]uate enforcement faclUtles," ^tCay said. 

At tho same lime. McCoy aald there had been 197 peoplo klUed In 173 
fatal accidents, "which Indicates a decrease la the number of multiple 
fatalities per fatal accident.;;^

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^^'WHAT PROPAGANDA'S LIKE 

The average American hears a lot about 
ths Ru£Slan propaET&nda that's flooding thlB 
country, but he' may have only a allsht con- 
ception of what It's like. 

We have Just Tccelved a copy or a booklet 
which serves as a good example. It's the com- 
plete report of a speech delivered by L. P. 
Berla at a recent celebration meethiff of the 
. Moscow Soviet. The booklet Itself was pub- 
lished by the "InfomiBtlon Bulletin of the 
Embassy of the Union of Soviet Boclallat Re- 
publics, Washlnffton, D. C." 

The followlns excerpts, taken from the 
booklet, will give readers of the Times-News 
flomo Idea as to how the Russians dish up 
their propaganda for both Soviet and Ameri- 
can consumption: 

fJn the post year It has become clearer 
than aver that there-are two poles, two cen- 
ters of attraction. In the world. On the one 
hand there Is the Soviet union heading the 
camp of socialism and democraev, which acts 
as a'center of attraction for all progressiva 
forces that are stniggllnit for the prevention 
of another- war, for the consolidation of 
peace, and for the right of the peop'es to ar- 
range their Uvea themselves. On the other 
hand, there Is the United States of America 
heading the camp of imperialism, which acts 
as a center of .attraction for the agRTRsslve 
and reactionary forces all over the world 
vhlch are working to precloltate another 
world war with the idea of robbing and en- 
iilavlng other nations. 

*ln the camp of socli^sm and democracy, 
the past year was one of farther growth and 
rallying of forces, of, economic and cultural 
development, and of rising living standards 
of Uie working people. "Tho peoples of the 
new democracies and the great Chinese peo- 
ple, having wrested' their destinies from the 
tumds of the Imperialistic enslavers are, with 
the fraternal assistance of tho peoples of the 
Soviet union, exultantly and confidently 
hulldtng a nt% socialist life. 

*ln the camp of Imperialism the past year 
was one of centlnued accentiatlon of do- 
mestla and foreign contradictions, further 
aggravation of the general crisis and debil- 
itation of the capitalist system, subjuqatlon 
of the entire economy to the criminal alms 
of the preparation for war, and ruthless at- 
tack on the vital Interosta of the working 
people. 

"The United States Is stubbornly endeavor- 
ing to turn the United Nations Into an instru- 
ment of war . . . The Imperialistic camp has 
lately been speeding up preparations for war. 
The United States is doing everything (to 
establish) new military bases In all parts qt 
the world, feverishly expanding production of 
weapons of all types and seeking cannon fod- 
der In all comers of the globe. The slightest 
Ihantfestatlon of anti-war teelliur — and this 
Is particularly true of the United States-

ments on the liberty and independence of our 
socialist motherland. 

■ mie economies ot the leading Imperialis- 
tic countries, and above all the Unlt«d States, 
are constantly menaced by upheavals. The 
mUltarization of economy taking place in the 
United States, Great Britain and other cap- 
italist countries— in Incredible inflation of 
the war industries and of branches that serve 
these Industries at the expense of production 
for civilian consumption— Is bound to lead to 
economic collapse In the near future." 

There you are, folks. That's what they're 
telling the Russian people and all Americans 
who are foolish enough to fall for this line of 
propaganda. From various angles it contains 
■ no little food for thought— particularly the 
- -prediction that we're faced with Bn-"econom~ 
ic collapse in the near future"- a hope which 
remalDs foremost In the Russian mind.

Care of Your Children 

By ANGELO PATRl 



A sick child cannot do well In 
school. His anxious parents send 
him there In the hope that he will 
leam as other children do, but when 
his report card comes home, and tho 
red marks carry Uietr doleful atarr 
to them, they ore disheartened. U 
they are unwise enough to prod the 
child, to drill hhn and push hhn to 
try to work the results Brow worse. 

One boy wo had In school always 
looked tired. There seemed nothing 
unusual about his health but he 
dragged himself wearily through his 
classes and got very ordinary marks. 
Ftnally, after much questioning of 
his parents, wo learned that the 
child had asthma and scarcely ever 
had a good night's sleep. Yet he was 
asked to work to the standard of 
the robust youngsters In his grade. 
That Is an impossible demand to 
make of such a child. 

We began asking for help tor the 
boy and the physician told us that 
the boy's fear of his father's leaving 
home was the cause of his asthma. 
II this fear could be removed the 
boy would he oble to throw off the 
trouble-ecmo illness, Tho boy was 
devoted to his father who In turn 
loved him. But he longed to travel 
about the world and kept talUng 
about leaving home and working his 
way rotmd the slobe while his boy 
and hU wife st^ed at home to re- 
ceive his letters from every port In 
eVery land. Life holds mch odd ex- 
periences for children. 

The mentally disturbed children 
are HI. They, too, fail fn school 
Convalesccnrchlldren must be given 
shortened school days and time for 
rest and recuperation before being 
asked to "make up" work. Nobody 
can make up time and the experi- 
ences that might have filled It, end 
to force alllns children to attempt 



doing so. Is to wreck the very thing 
It Is Intended to win. 

Then there are the laxy" chil- 
dren who "could If they wanted to." 
There la no such thing oa a laiy 
cfilld. That sort Is a child who needs 
medical and perhaps phychologlcal 
help. A healthy child wants to do 
what wins the approval of teacheta, 
parents and friends. Sound mental 
and physical health creates a feel- 
ing of well being and that In turn 
creates a desire for wholesome ac- 
tivity of whnWver kind oltera Itself. 
When a child Is 111, when he seems 
laxy, indifferent and rebellious, he 
Is Indicating his need foithelp. The 
best one to help him is the pedi- 
atrician and often the psychologist 
as well. Nobody can teach a child 
who Is mentally and physically "~ 
fit for learning.

Last year the Idaho Hospital asso- 
ciation made a survey of rates and 
charges In all the general hospitals 
of this state. The association then 
attempted to clazilty thesp hospitals 
according to the quantity of service 
they could offer. Hospitals which 
bad a complete laboratory. X-ray 
and anesthesia service were listed 
as class "A" hospitals. 

To qualify they must have doctors 
with post-graduate, qualifications In 
charge ot the pathology and X-ray 
departments and must, at least, have 
regtstered nurse anesthetists In 
charge of that service. In southern 
Idaho there are at least eight such 
hospitals In Caldwell, Boise. Twin 



Palls. Pocatello and Idaho Palls. The 
rates hi all these hospitals ato now 
esseotlallr the same. It Is no longer 
possible for anybody to dalm It Is 
cheaper to go to one of these hos- 
pitals than to another of the same 
fl ffn The i^ial blUs differ slightly 
only because the doctors order dif- 
ferent drugs according to the con- 
dition of the paUent. 

A comparison between the charges 
made In hospitals In Idaho and 
those In CallfomU. Oregon and 
Washington shows that our local 
hospitals are from 33 per cent, to 
40 per cent cheaper. In many hos- 
pitals on the Pacific coast the ward 
rate Is |UW a doy compored with 
tS In Twin Falls, yet the accommo- 
dation hero Is for superior. 

Although hospital pare Is expen- 
sive. It Is always a bargain when
